Southern Indiana gave him an in­ 
fluence at home that no other man 
could boast of. 
He reached the goal of his ambi­ 
tion, and in the twinkling of 
an 
eye 
all 
his 
achievements 
were 
swept away, and he became penni­ 
less, 
N o novel ever written tells 
of a sadder tragedy than the life of 
David J. Mackey. 
W ith his riches 
and prestige gone, with domestic 
troubles coming thick and fast, he 
is calmly waiting for something to 
turn up that will give to him at 
least some of the 
happiness 
that 
such a 
nature as his craves, and 
most certainly' deserves. 
Mackey is a native of Evansville. 
He was born in 1833, 
his father 
dying when he was a 
mere 
boy. 
W hen 15 or 16 years 
old 
y'oung 
Mackey' secured a position in the 
dry goods store of Robert Barnes. 
He worked hard, and at night re­ 
mained in the store and studied the 
common branches. 
His plan was 
to save something each week from 
his wages, it made no 
difference 
how small his wages 
might 
be. 
He soon had a few dollars ahead, 
and for several months attended 
night school. 
Back in the fifties iviackey' was 
one 
of 
the 
stockholders 
in the 
Evansville and Crawfordsville rail­ 
road, which, after ward became the 
E. A: T . IL road. In i86q Mackey, 
with others, owned the controlling 
stock in the E. k, T. II. 
The road 
at this time was making money 
and tlie stock steadily advanced. 
In 1S65 or 1S66 Mackey formulated 
a plan to throw the control of the 
road into the hands oi N ew A ork 
capitalists. 
He knew this being 
done the stock would increase still 
more> and the company would be 
able to accpiire otlier lines. 
It was 
not until 1880 that M ackey was 
successful in his plans, and the E. 
^ T . II. in that year practically 
passed into the hands of a N ew 
A^ork syndicate. 
In 1880 Alackey became presi­ 
dent of the system, and from that 
time for ten years he was regarded 
as the railroad king of the west. 
His 
sagacity 
and 
shrewdness 
were recognized by other railroad 
magnates of that part of the coun­ 
try, and they' feared his power. 
The E. A; T . II. is one of the 
most 
important railroads 
in In­ 
diana, and has always been so re­ 
garded because it is the connecting 
link in a great railroad chain that 
extends from Chicago to Nashville, 
the C. & E. I. being on the north 
and the L. ^ N. on the south. 
vShortly after assuming charge of 
the E.*& T . II. he acquired the P., 
I). A: E. road, which extends from 
Evansville to Peoria. 
It was Alackey’s intention to get 
a route of his own to Chicago. One 
year after getting control of the P., 
D. & E. Alackey was made presi­ 
dent of the A ir Line road (the L., 
E. A: St. L .) 
When he got con­ 
trol of all these lines he wanted 
more. 
His ambition was not satis­ 
fied. 
He conceived 
the idea of 
building 
a road from Elnora to 
Bedford, Ind. 
The country from Elnora to Bed­ 
ford is very hilly. A company was 
organized to build 
the road. 
It 
was built at a 
great 
cost, 
and 
proved to be a bad piece of prop- 
erty. 
S o m e o n e has said that the b u i l d ­

o f this road, 
k n o w n as the 
E v a n s v i l l e an d R i c h m o n d line, w a s 
the b e g i n n i n g o f the d o w n f a l l of

time it was a bitter war between 
the Chicago man and the Evans­ 
ville King. 
The commercial world 
knows the result.
